Soccer is one of man's oldest 
sports — although no one is quite 
sure just how -old it is. It probably 
began in a more primitive form 
almost lOOO years ago in Great 
Britain, although there are some 
who claim a form of the game may 
have been played in China as long 
ago as 500 B.C. 

Interest in the game lapsed for a 
while — about 400 .years — beginning 
during the 12th century reign of 
Henry It; when it -was, banned in 
England because "futballe," as it 
was known, interfered with archery 
practice. 

In 1603, James I lifted the ban. and 
people were encouraged to play 
soccer. From that point there was 
no stopping the game, and its 
popularity grew and grew as the 
ages passed, and as the British 
Empire expanded so did soccer.. It 
was introduced in India during the 
British occupation, and caught on 
because it was an inexpensive sport 
that many played barefoot. It began 
in South America in the 19th 
century, and the. Montreal Football 
Club began playing soccer in Canada 
in 1866. 

In 1869, the game came to the 
United States, with the early games 
being played at the Ivy League 
colleges (where it later evolved into 
rugby and American-style football). 

In 1882, England, Scotland, 
Ireland and Wales organized and 
adopted a universal code of rules, 
and soccer has been basically the 
same ever since. 

It was introduced into the Olympic 
Games in 1900, and the World Cup 
competition, held every four years; 
was organized in 1930. Soccer is, 
without a doubt, the most popular 
sport throughout the world — except 
in the United States. But now that's 
. changing.^ The_ North American 
Soccer League, organized eleven 
years ago, struggled through some 
hard times, but now it's apparent 
that soccer is coming of age in 
America. 

Defining the game 

Soccer is not only the world's 
most popular sport, it's also one of 
the world's most simple sports to 
understand: two teams, eleven men 
each, maneuvering a ball using their 
feet, heads, and bodies — but no 
hands — with the aim being to put 
the ball into a goal area. 

If you're new to soccer, here's a 
capsule glossary of the more 
commonly-used terms— taken from 
the official North American Soccer 
League (NASL) Guide. 

CENTER — To pass the ball from a 
wide position on the field into the 
penalty area. 

CHARGE — Pushing the opponent

off balance legally -by shoulder to 
shoulder contact. 

CLEAR — A throw or kick byjtbe_ 
goalkeeper or a kick by the defender 
in an attempt to get the ball away 
from the goal area. 

CROSS — Same type of pass as 
center 

DEFENDER— Primarily a defen- 
sive pfayer who assists the goal- 
keeper in protecting the goal. 

DRIBBLE — A way of advancing the 
ball past defenders by a series of 
short taps with one or. both feet. - 

FORWARD-^Primarily an attack- 
ing player whose responsibility is. to 
create and score goals. 

GOALKEEPER— The last line of 
defense. The only player who can 
use his hands within the field of play. 
He is limited to using his hands only 
within the penalty area. 

HANDS— Illegal act of intentional- 
ly touching the ball with the hands 
or arms. 

HEADING — A method of scoring, 
passing and controlling the ball by 



making contact with the head. 

LOB — A high, soft kick taken on 
the* yolle v. lifting the ball over the 
heads of the opponents. 

MARKING — Guarding an oppo- 
nent. 

MIDFIELDER— Is both an offen- 
sive and defensive player who is 
primarily responsible for linking the 
forwards and defenders. 

SHOOTOUT— The tie-breaking 
procedure used in NASL games 
when teams are tied after playing 
two sudden death overtime periods. 
Teams take five alternating shootout 
attempts at opposing goalkeepers in 
a one-on-one situation. 

STRIKER— A central forward posi- 
tion in the team with a major 
responsibility for scoring goals. 

SWEEPER— A defender who 
roams either in; front of or behind 
the defender lirte to pick up stray 
passes. 

WING— An area of the field near 
the touchline (sideline).

at home. His constituency is in London, not Africa. 

To the presidents of the so-called "frontline" 
black states bordering Rhodesia, "majority rule" 
for their neighbor means dominance of that land 
by one or another of the nationalist cliques, 
preferably the one that will be the most friendly 
trading partner and most docile feudal lord. The 
leaders of these "front line" states are of course 
not bothered by anything such as "majority rule" 
in their own countries, a fact never mentioned by 
American liberals. 

In a spirit of neighborliness, while they await 
^'majority rule," the front line states are happy to 
harbor terrorists and murderers of nuns and 
priests. ,.

proposals from the nationalists, Smith has 
proposed to his country far-reaching reforms 
designed to speed it toward genuine majority rule. 

Among these would be relaxation of severe 
restrictions on black property ownership and 
dropping of many segregation laws.. Not the whole 
ballgame, but a. beginning. 

The more moderate black leaders, . such as 
Bishop Abel Murozewa, are taking a careful 
wait-and-see attitude, rather than jumping all 
over Smith, as the hotheads are doing. 

In the surge of high voltage rhetoric by the left, 
and in the torrent of glib cliches in the news media, 
it is forgotten that Ian Smith had already agreed to 
a two-year transition to black dominance, in the 
aftermath of Henry Kissinger's shuttle work last 
September. 

IT'S NO SECRET -THAT I have said some 
critical; things about the works of the former 
Secretary of State in the past. But, in this case I 
think tie crafted as even-handed a potential 
-agreement as could have been hoped for. He 
worked it out, not with Smith, but with the British 
and the African nationalists. He then presented it 
to Smith, who accepted it. 

But a funny thing happened on the way to 
Geneva. The Soviets woke up to the fact that this 
could lead to representative democracy in 
Rhodesia, thus depriving them of their drive-to- 
the-south. - 

So, they cranked up their formidable propagan- 
da apparatus and their money machine -and did 
their best to derail the talks. It happened. The 
previously agreeable black nationalists became 
intractable. Smith could say nothing, right. Ivor 
Richards wrung his hands. The talks collapsed.
